The 3d wit 


nessed the great battle of Sadowa in 
I860, which gave the final blow to Aus- 

The 4th itself,' 
in 17C3, had the double glory of General 
Mendo's Victory at Gettysburg and Gen- 
eral Grant's capture of Vick&burg, while 


few days later in the same month came 


the reduction of Port Hudson by Gen- 
eral Banks.

an institution which has done sa iiiuoli 
to make tho name of the city illustrious 
—I felt an almost irrepressible impulse

ion. Now, however, I nm relieved. 
You have made it easy for mo to speak 
to express my earnest acknowledgments 
to the committee of gentlemen having 
this matter in charge and who have con- 
ducted it to completion. lucidonts of 
this character in my life do much amaze 
me. It is not, however, the height to 
which I have risen, but tho depth from 
which have I come, that most aumzes 
me. It seems only a little while ngo, 
when a child, I might have been seen 
lighting with old Nep, my mother's dog, 
for a small share of the few crumbs that 
fell from the kitchen table; when I slept 
on the hearth, covering my feet from 
the cold with the warm ashes and my 
head with a corn-bog; only a little while 
igo dragged to prison to be sold to the 
highest bidder, exposed for sale like u 
beast of burden; later on put out to live 
with Covey, tha negro-brtnker; beaten 
nnd almost broken iu spirits, having 
little hope cither for myself or my nice; 
yet here I am, alive and active, and 
with my race enjoying citizenship in tho 
freest and prospectively tho most pow- 
erful nation on the globe. Iu addition 
to this, you and your friend, while 1 am 
yet alive, have thought it woith while 
to preserve my features iu miirble and to 
place them in your most honored insti- 
tution of learning, to be vie wed by pres, 
ent and future generations of men. I 
know not, my friend how to thank you 
and the gentlemen who have acted with 
you for this distinguished honor. My 
attachment to Rochester, my homo for 
more than a quarter of a century, will 
cudure with my life.

lis heart. The patient is Kenneth F. 
flcLean, a carpenter by trade. Ho con- 
racted a severe cold about the 10th of 
Fune, 1877. A physician was called, 
and pronounced it u bad case of pneu- 
moma. After a month's treatment he 
;elt a little butter, -when his nurse dis- 
covered a lump or swelling on his left 
side. 
The next time the physician 


called he directed his attention to it. 


The physician made an examination 


and pronounced it a collection of water, 
and said that he had a slight touch of 
pleurisy, A few mornings later McLaue 
[ound that his heart was beating on the 
right side, and it has remained there 
ever since. The patient, who was nat- 
urally of a very robust constitution, ral- 
lied after the lirst attack, and was soon 
able to be about. 
Ho called upon his 


physician and told him that his heart 
had moved to his right side. The phy- 
sician would not believe it, but on 
animation fouud it to be the case. This 
was about the last of July. His physi- 
cian measured him about every third 
day with a tape, and fouud that the wa- 
ter was increasing. About the 18th of 
August he applied blisters, but they 
gave no relief. In the meantime he 
called to sen another physician, who 
urged no delay in getting McLimo tap 
ped, stating that his left lung was use 
less, and that his heart was likely to re 
main in its present position unless the 
water was removed immediately. Me- 
Lane called upon his physician and re- 
quested to be tapped, but he told him 
there was danger in being tapped too 
soon, but if hu insisted ho would accom 
modato him, and appointed Saturday, 
September loth. He came that day and 
brought threo physicians with him, 
They made on iucibion between his ribs 
and took out beveii pints of water, after 
which ho obtained immediate relief. 
But he soon bsgau to till up again, and 
he was tapped a second time on the 6th 
of October, ami six pints of water 
drawn off. He was then tapped o third 
and last time on November bth and foui 
and a half pints dmwn off. Tho last 
time they analyzed the liquid and pro 
nouuced it 75 per cent, albumen; aftei 
each operation \\i grew weaker, anc 
concluded that it was time to havo a 
change of some kind, His physician 
advised him-to go nito tli_> country, but 
as the rainy season was approaching lit 
concluded not to go, but called ia an- 
other physician uud in live days he 
measurea \'/, inches less where the wa- 
ter had been accumulating. 
Under his 


last treatment he improved very fast, 
and never had occasion to use the asjd- 
rato since. One of the results of h 
bickness is that his left lung is in a dor 
mant state, ami his heart still remains 
on the right side. Ho fools conlideut, 
however, that had he been tapped ear- 
lier, or treated as his last physician 
treated him, he wculd have been a well 
man to-day. He has been before three 
different medical societies, and found a 
great difference of opinion regarding his 
sickness existing among the members. 
A great many of them aro deeply inter- 
ested in his cnse.

The 
recent influx of water on the twelfth 
ovel of the Eureka Consolidated.iusuch 
quantities as to drive out the miners and 
suspend operations below that point, 
shows that the water lino has been 
reached, and that some other means of 
Handling it, than thnt now in use, must 
DO provided. What this shall bo is not 
yet decided upon, and it is possible that 
Lho present facilities for hoisting it to 
the surface may be sufficient when prop- 
erly applied. The Eureka is now ex- 
periencing the SAUIO difficulty that the 
K. K. Con. has labored under in the 
past. Tho first water found in the Con- 
solidated was on the ninth level, at a 
point where the shale was penetrated. 
The drift was promptly and effectually 
bulkheadod, and no more trouble en- 
sued. The tenth and eleventh levels 
were comparatively dry, and it was not 
until the twelfth was reached that tho 
clement was again encountered. Tho 
volume was cheeked by another bulk- 
head, and did not bother very much 
until the thirteenth and 
fourteenth 


levels were opened, when the breaking 
of the pump a couple of weeks since 
flooded tha fourteenth. It was repair- 
ed, the water lowered, and work re- 
sumed, when it again got beyond coii- 
tiol, and so remains at present, but Su- 
jt-riiiteudeut Donnelly will-doubtless bo 
mibled to handle it in a few days. It
